At the same time • I must 
give expression to my iirm conviction, 
Tiz, that all those who gave their coun- 
tenance to. tho agti.on of the Local Gov- 
ernment tiave lieen traitors to tlie ' in-" | 
terosts of Vancouver Island. Had 
they not foresight enough to see that

views. That thp first term cannot be 
fullillod iuthe l&ttel'i^ admit'ted by 
nearly all; and even if ib could, there 
is no desire to coulino the Dominion 
Government to tho time liuiit. Such 
being the case, then, why cannot tho 
people have the candour to o.\ press 
oponly what they say and think 
privately, if by doing so' a settlement 
could bo arrived at ? They are to 
blame if they suffer affairs to go on in 
tho unsatisfactory state much longer. 
'Evpu the moat sanguine among the 
Imperial petitioners, and tho moat 
ardent auppprtars of the Local Admiu- 
i^tratiojj, faiust by this time feel con- 
vinced fchat no benefit will result from 
their recent action, and it is high time 
thoreforo that they should do tiio next 
best thing, which in my opinion would 
1)8, a detiuite and distinct expression 
of opinion what the people of tho ]?ro- 
vince would ba willing t i aooojjt, and 
command tho Local (rovornment to 
negotiate and ' ratify on tho b.isis of 
such terms. I speak with all duo re- 
spect for our Local Adminatration 
when I say that if ^hey fail in coming 
to a fair and honorable settlement of 
tho question in dispute botwoon this 
Province and the Dominion before the 
meeting of the Aisombly that they 
should at onco reoign thoir positions. 
And 1 would witli all soleminty to ask 
such of our citizens and fsUo.vf colo- 
nists as are supporters pf the present 
Government to look at tlio state of our 
affairs wisely and calmly, not to 
let their present perquisites warp- their 
judgement, and not to aaorlfico the 
general interests of. the Province for 
thoir own immediate gain. I repeat 
that we cannot afford to wait, although 
Mr. Walkem andhis asaocinte can. \Vo 
must be up and doing. 

Should Mr. Walkem on .hia return 
call at Ottawij and bring back an offer 
similar to that 'which. he rejected, how- 
can he or his colleagues make a Bufli- 
cient rocomponso for the anxiety and 
depression which has hung over the 
public mind, and above all for tho 
monoy expenditure and time lost to 
us, not for a time, but forever? De- 
pend upon it, the money which would 
have boon expended this year will not 
bo taken to augment the' expondituro 
of tho succeeding one. The benetits, 
contentment, and satisfaction which 
would have resulted from tho expen- 
diture "this year" of over a million of 
dollars in the "Pi^vince t)n railway 
flonstruction would have been so great 
and of so assuring a character, and tlio 
ovilof.not stretching a point to secure 
those benefits, cannot by all tho efforts 
of the Local Government bo remedied 
during thcirlifo time. In writing this 
letter I have no wish to blame any oue; 
but I found it impossiWlo in dealing 
with our chief griovanco not to lay tlio 
blamo for tiie present conditions of 
things where it ought to rest. Unless 
tho people move quickly they will lose 
another year. Let thom at once take 
active stops and go direct to tho fouu- 
taiu-hoad.

for such a courthouse and jail as Na- 
naimo is entitled to bare. As for tlie 
streets and bridges in the town, tlie 
former can hardi}' bosaiil to huvcccMiie 
into oxiatouce and tiic latter li;ivo v,-ell 
nigh gone out of it. ILul Xaiiaiino recon - 
ed anything like her fair proportion <-f 
revenue ai^propriations sbo would now 
boast of a uomploto sy.stom of streets 
and bridges. Tbo treatment that town 
has received at the hands of tho Gov- 
ernment is simply disgraceful. "We are 
glad, however, to discover in 
columns of the "Free Press " nigns of 
awaking and insisting upon her rights 
at tha hands, of both Governments.

On his return to Homo, after crossing tho 
lUibicon, ho tried to inducp tho inhabit- 
ants of tho Imperial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, but tlio llomans wore rich, 
they fed on luxurioa garnered from tile 
lands which they had conquered and 
they rejected the sausage. On the morn-

He was eating his 
usual meal of "wurstand piiiniiernickol," 
and asked the young officer to join him. 
Tho ofTer was declined on the ground that 
ho nover could oat sausages. "Sir," said 
tho great general, looking at tho oflicer 
with flashing eyes, "the man who cannot 
oat sausages need never expect promo- 
tion from mo." Tho young oflicer at once 
applied himself so assiduously to tho cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in tho 
lata war ho had risen to bo General Von 
Moltko's chief of staff. A distasto for sau- 
sages led to the dismissal of a wooer of 
the General's daughter. She afterwards 
married awauufaoturer of sausages with 
her father's approbation, and she is' now 
the happy mother of eight healthy sau 
sago-oating children. Wore anyone to 
say in General Von Moltko's presence 
that sausages were made out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it iis a^'mdrtfil of- 
fence. And yet be has; nevei accounted 
for the decadence in the number of dogs 
in Germany since, sausages became the 
national food, as frpgil are that of tho 
French, potatoes and herrings of the Ir- 
iHl), beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes ^ud ^o])acco of Am- 
ericans, and Hoy woodfs Pdrlt Sausage of 
British Columbians.
